1 Tim. 2:5, “For there is one God, 
and one mediator between God and 
men, the man Christ Jesus.” 


The work of Christ as Mediator, to 
my mind, dates back to the tragedy 
in the garden of Eden. In Gen. 3:8 
we read, “They heard the voice of 
the Lord God walking in the garden.” 
This hyperbolic statement surely 
means tiat Adam and Eve heard God 
conversing with someone as He came 
into the garden. If so, that someone 
was surely none other than Christ. 

What they were talking about is 
certainly a likely question. My an- 
swer is, they were discussing the Cis- 
obedience of Adam and Eve and what 
their punishment should be. One 
might say, “That was already settled 
in the following words: ‘In the day 
that thou eatest thereof thou shalt 
surely die.’” But you remember what 
Satan said, “Ye shall not surely die.” 
This prompts me to feel that the 
devil knew the mercifui disposition 
of Christ and understood what His 
attitude would be toward this couple 
that he was beguiling. It was, no 
doubt, the thought of God’s mind to 
utterly destroy them, blot them out, 
just as He would have done the naticn 
of Israel had Moses not interceded 
for them and offered himself in their 
stead.

from the face of the earth, Christ 
prevailed upon Him with reasoning 
which we shall learn about, perhaps, 
only in the eternal day, to spare them 


and let the human family be His. 


that He might redeem them. 
Therefore, though man was driven 
out of the garden and separated from 
God (dead spiritually), he was only 
to meet death physically as an in- 
dividual, and the human family was 
never to be utterly destroyed. In the 
act of God in slaying the animal and 
clothing the man and woman with 
the skin, the blood typified spiritual 
provision, or remedy, for sin, and the 
skin, as coats, represented provision 
for the physical life, and all this 
seemed to be the sealing of the agree- 
ment between Christ and God that 
Christ (as Jesus) would, in due time, 
die for the ungodly human race, thus 
making ample provision for the sup- 
ply of all the needs of man. This 
agreement was passed on to Adam 
and the human family as a covenant, 
as stated in Gen. 3:15, “And I will 


put enmity between thee and the, 


woman, and between thy seed and 
her seed; it shall bruise thy head, 
and thou shait bruise his heel.” 

This was the circumstance, no 
doubt, that gave rise to this state- 
ment in Rev. 13:8, “The lamb slain 
from the foundation of the world.” 
“World” here evidently means the 
wicked, sinful human race, from the 
word KOSMOS. That being true, it 
would lend support to the fact that 
the slaying of the animal in the 
garden was a sealing of the pledge 
of Christ to God that He would 
eventually (as Jesus) pay the re- 
demption price for lost man. 

You also remember that Paul wrote 
of us as “being chosen in him before 
the foundation of the world.” This 
infers that God saw in Christ the 
reclamation—redemption— of enough 
of the human family for Him to 
eventually carry out His plans for 


and with man, in this life and in His 
eternal kingdom. 

The Holy Ghost was fully aware 
of the obligation that Christ had 
taken upon Himself in this act as 
“mediator between man and God.” 
This is clearly understood by the 
many types, shadows, and predictions 
of Christ Jesus in His redemptive 
work throughout the Old Testament, 
which were written under the impulse 
of the Holy Ghost. No one could pos- 
Sibly read the 53d chapter of Isaiah 
and doubt that the Triune God- 
head was in full agreement about 
the plan of man’s salvation and who 
the Saviour would be. 

You ask why Christ was not 
clothed in human flesh as Jesus 
earlier. That I would like to know. 
Yet, it should suffice us to know 
that “when the fulness of THE time 
had come, God sent forth his Son.” 
And again, “For when we were yet 
without strength, in DUE TIME 
Christ died for us.” Rom. 5:6; Gal. 
4:4. Anyway, the glorious fact is that 
“God so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that whoso- 
ever believeth on him should not per- 
ish, but have everlasting life.” In 
other words, God permitted His Son, 
Christ Jesus, to “LAY DOWN HIS 
LIFE” for the world, as its MEDI- 
ATOR. But was dying the end of the 
mediatorial work of Christ Jesus? No. 
John said of His work since His 
death, “My little children, these 
things write I unto you, that you sin 
not. And if any man sin, we have an 
ADVOCATE (lawyer) with the Father, 
Jesus Christ the righteous.” It is very 
obvious that John is speaking of 
Christ’s mediatorial work for the 
CHURCH in this verse, and that, per- 
haps, exclusively. However, in the 
second verse he sets forth the fact 
that Christ Jesus, by way of His 
death, stands permanently BETWEEN 
men and God as the PROPITIATION

Invades ture production business to infilter, into 
Movies every opening possible, their poisonous 
teachings. Hollywood producers are pre- 
dominantly communistic. You know, 87 per cent of, all 
we learn comes through the eyesight, therefore the devil, 
with all his satanic forces, uses every available means 
to destroy the works of God. The motion picture is one of 
his great tools. Gullible America has gone wild after 
amusement, nine theatres being built to every one church 
house erected. The method of teaching is most effective, 
but it is the subject matter we condemn: that eternal 
triangle of lustful love affairs, where the third person 
wrecks the home; the perpetual display of every known 
kind of crime; and now communism plants its seeds of 
destructiveness so secretly that before one realizes it its 
purpose will be accomplished—the youth will grow up 
with the idea that the cause of communism is right, 
public sentiment will be so molded that one is greatly 
disadvantaged to lift his voice against it. 
But please remember, if and when communism estab- 
lishes itself sufficiently in America, you will see the 
church and all religious causes suffer. 


This World Several years ago, when we heard of the 
No Friend persecution in Russia, when the first Catho- 

lics were being killed, some people with a 
prejudice akin to hatred for the Catholics, said that 
the Roman Church had so grossly neglected its oppor- 
tunities and so poorly represented the cause of Christ 
that it was no wonder they were being killed. But I 
sensed then, and wrote and publicly stated that we should 
beware, that this was not hostility against the Catholics 
alone; it was far greater than that; these were the first, 
but all religious people would be directly in the path of 
this terrible menace of communism. The bloody record 
of Russia certainly reveals what one might expect if the 
communists should take control. 

Frankly, I agree with the historian that the fight “is 
world-wide” and that “every one of the historic world re- 
ligions is extraordinarily troubled and its missionary en- 
deavors seriously handicapped.” Communism is definitely 
against God, consequently against all religions. They, 
therefore, fully qualify as the instrument of Satan in 
the final conflict of Satan against God. 

The fight then takes on world-wide proportions. It is no 
longer a mere conflict of Christianity against Moham- 
medanism, or Buddhism, or Shintoism, or Taoism, or any 
of the other various religious systems. It is no longer a 
fight of Protestantism against Roman Catholicism, or of 
one group of Protestants against another group of Protes- 
tants, dividing themselves and redividing themselves until 
it reaches the place where, if you do or do not wear a 
certain kind of clothing you cannot be a member of this 
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certain church; or with another group, if you wear buttons 
on your clothes instead of hooks-and-eyes, you can’t be 
a member of that certain church. No, surely this fight 
is not the differences among brethren of their own re- 
spective organizations. Really, it is a shame to mention 
this, but to some it appears that these differences are the 
number one problem of the world. 

Brethren, the great conflict is far more than the fight 
of democracy against communism. Democracy grants pro- 
tection of religious liberties and is, therefore, a great hin- 
drance to communism. Communism likes democracy only 
for the liberties it can take in propagating its cause, but 
otherwise it is an avowed enemy of democracy. 

Modernism, of course, denying the blood of Christ and 
the new birth by which one becomes a child of God, natu- 
rally will sift out, without God. . 

So I’m sure you clearly see that the whole situation re- 
solves itself into the one great conflict of the devil, old 
Satan, his followers, and the powers of hell against God 
and His people. If you are not personally safe in God, you 
will be lost. Thousands, yea millions, have died, given their 
lives for Christ’s sake. There is surely suffering ahead. We 
must stand true to God. Nothing else will do. 

May God help this sin-benighted world today. Amen.

Even when Joseph is men- 
tioned, or painted, it is obscurely—in 
the dim background, never in the 
spotlight. Doubtlessly, this is as he 
would have wished it, which is one 
good reason for making him the sub- 
ject of this article. Without diminish- 
ing the reverence due the virgin 
mother of Christ, we should also real- 
ize that Joseph was very prominent 
in the life of-our Lord. God had good 
reason for selecting Mary to bear His 
Son, and, doubtlessly, her husband- 
to-be was an important factor. God 
would surely be as careful in the 
selection of a father for the Saviour 
of the world as He would a mother. 
Yes, Joseph is extremely important; 
let us here remember him. 

The blood in Joseph’s veins was 
royal blood: “. . . he was of the house 
and lineage of David,” Luke 2:4. Then, 
humility was a characteristic of him. 
Without vaunting his royal heritage, 
he was meekly earning his bread by 
carpentry. But he was definitely not 
a nobody—he was a richly endowed 
son of Abraham and David.

Then Joseph her husband, being 
a just man, and not willing to make her a publick 


example, was minded to put her away privily. — 


Matthew 1:18, 19.

The prophet Micah gave an epito- 
mized measure for a good man, which 
measure Joseph filled to the greatest 
degree. He met every requirement of 
a good man: the ultimate of godli- 
ness under the law. Micah 6:8, “He 
hath shewed thee, O man, what is 
good; and what doth the Lord re- 
quire of thee, but to do justly, and 
to love mercy, and to walk humbly 
with thy God?” If these, then, were 
the requirements for goodness, let us 
consider them separately and see how 
completely Joseph fulfilled the law. 


I. Joseph Was Just 


If justice is equitable and impartial 
judgment, or merited reward or 
punishment, then, at times, justice 
is more godly than forbearance and 
condonation. It is better for the child, 
and more righteous, too, that the 
parent be firm and just, rather than 
doting and tolerant. There is a 
pseudo-gentleness, which is_ really 
masked aversion to duty. At times it 
is difficult to be just, because it calls 
for courage and godliness—but justice 
must be done, even though it hurts 
us, too. Joseph was not a coddling old 
sentimentalist, but he was a just man 
of God. 

All within him loved Mary and 
yearned for her presence. The delight 
of his heart would have been to for- 
give her supposed infidelity. But when 
he heard of Mary’s sickness, justice 
forced him to put her away—he did 
not know that her conceiving was of 


the Holy Ghost. For three months now 
his beloved had been away, visiting 
relatives. Now, on her return, Joseph 
did not observe the former gay, joy- 
ous, ebullient pride of his heart. In- 
stead, he daily watched a listless, wan 
maiden, whose effervescence had 
been replaced by dull languor. Her 
eyes were dreamy, her thoughts far- 
away. When the truth of her con- 
dition pierced his dismayed mind, 
Joseph must have known then what 
it meant to have a heart violently 
wrung from one’s bosom. No one can 
know the sorrow and shock that must 
have been his. Within the soggy grey- 
ness of his despair, only one thing 
was distinguishable, and it flashed 
like a red beacon incessantly upon 
his reason: infidelity! Mary, his Mary, 
as he reasoned, must have betrayed 
him. How could HE know? sorrowing, 
forgotten Joseph. 

Compassion urged thim to forget it 
with little or no ado, but justice de- 
manded that he put her away. And 
Joseph was a just man, because he 
was a godly man. Knowing full well 
that it would hurt him far more than 
it would his beloved Mary, he finally 
decided that justice must be done; 
sin must be requited. 

Il. Joseph Loved Mercy 

Yet his mercy forced him to do so 
privately, so that she would not be 
needlessly exposed. Justice is good— 
justice with mercy is excellent. Cer- 
tainly demonic persuasion urged 
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Joseph to be harsh and ugly. When 
he made the decision for justice, 
Satan would have had him rush 
headlong to the other extreme, to 
become bitter and vengeful. How 
wonderful is the wisdom of God! If 
He had chosen another woman, with 
a rash and spiteful husband, who 
would have harmed her and exposed 
her, the beautiful Bethlehem scene, 
the marvelous birth of the Son of 
God would have been marred by all 
the foul rumor of the world. Jesus 
would have been reared in father- 
less ignominy, and a damaging 
shadow would have shrouded the 
grace of God. But God chose Joseph, 
just and merciful, warm of heart and 
cool of head, tender yet firm, loving 
Mary and fearing God at all times. 
This may sound paradoxical, but 
Joseph was a paradox of human na- 
ture. He was mercifully just. 

What a man really is, is revealed 
when he has the advantage of others. 
When it is not within one’s power to 
be otherwise, one must be meek and 
gentle; but when one can well be 
harsh and tormenting, and still be 
gentle, then one can be said to be 
godly. Position reveals a man. Joseph 
was a good man. 

Ill. Joseph Walked With God 

With anguish in his heart, Joseph 
brooded. There was a most glorious 
secret snug in the heart of Mary, but 
for him there was only blackness. The 
mysterious ecstasy that thrilled with- 
in her bosom replaced Joseph’s pres- 
ence for Mary, but for Joseph there 
was only loneliness. However, God 
had not forgotten the man He had 
chosen to father His Son. They walked 
together—the two of them, God and 
Joseph. Eventually, his devotion to 
God brought a revelation to the heart 
of Joseph. And with that revelation 
came sunshine again; glowing, life- 
giving sunshine into an aching, win- 
ter-impoverished heart. 

Four times Joseph received a reve- 
lation from God. Four times during 
their lifelong walk God spoke to 
Joseph in a dream. (1) “. . . Joseph, 
thou son of David, fear not to take 
unto thee Mary thy wife: for that 
which is conceived in her is of the 
Holy Ghost!” With what joy he must 
have restored his beloved, with what 
delight must have been that reunion. 

(2) It was to Joseph, not Mary, 
that God gave warning to flee into 
Egypt after Christ was born. (3) It 
was Joseph whom God told now to 
return to the land of Israel after the 
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danger of Christ’s threatened in- 
fanticide was past. (4) It was Joseph 
who heard the voice of God again 
saying to turn aside into parts of 
Galilee. Joseph walked with God and 
they communed together. Mary re- 
ceived the annunciation of Christ’s 
birth, but Joseph was honored as the 
head of the home, and God com- 
mitted the Child’s welfare into his 
hands. Sturdy, steady hands they 
must have been. 

Christ must be born of Mary. Christ 
must be reared of Joseph. They were 


not chosen separately, but together.. 


Into their four hands He placed the 
Son of heaven, the Hope of the world, 
the Saviour of sinners, the Heart of 
God: Jesus. Four hands must now 
form a life. The aged, wise hands of 
Joseph; the tender, loving, toiling 
hands of Mary! God made it clear 
that He would use them together 
when He said, “SHE shall bring forth 
a son, and THOU shalt call his name 
JESUS.” That Joseph was to have a 
prominent part in the life of Jesus 
is evident. God’s choice of him as the 
earthly father of His Son was a very 
fortunate one, indeed. 


IV. Joseph an Example for Jesus 

In the happy home of Christ’s 
childhood, reverence for God and ad- 
herence to the law were paramount. 
Strict observance of God’s Word was 
directed by Joseph, to the delight, of 
course, of his precious wife and son. 
Luke 2:41, “Now his parents went to 
Jerusalem every year at the feast of 
the passover.” 


This early training was very im- 
portant in the later life of Jesus. It 
was by force of habit (custom) that 
He attended the worship of God 
regularly (Luke 4:16), and this habit 
was undoubtedly formed when He was 
very young. The training of a good 
father is one of the most formative 
things in a person’s life, and Joseph 
was that good father. When Jesus 
was lost on their pilgrimage to Jeru- 
salem, both His father and mother 
worried about Him, and sought Him 
together. Evidently, the father was 
equally, with the mother, proud of 
the Son. He was the joy of their 
hearts and the light of their lives, 
because He belonged on this earth to 
them. 

Joseph worked with his hands. Be- 
ing a carpenter (Matt. 13:55), he had 
to be an able craftsman, for the car- 
pentry of his day was more of art 
than it is today. A yoke that fit snug- 
ly about the neck of a beast without 
injuring the beast, decorative furni- 
ture that adorned Galilean homes, 
sturdy woodwork supporting homes— 
this was the work of Joseph. Bending 
over his carpenter’s tools, this man 
toiled for his family. What inner con- 
flicts of spirit he may have had we 
do not know; but the outward con- 
flict and toil for livelihood we do 
know. 

Here the story of one of the most 
noble-spirited men to ever grace the 
earth must end. We know nothing of 
his death, nor the circumstances lead- 
ing to it; he was forgotten. Natural- 
ly, neither he nor Mary could be seen 
in the glowing presence of their 
charge, Christ Jesus. His dazzling life 
swept everything else into the dim- 
ness of the sidelines, but, at least, the 
glorious perfection of His life did, in 
part, reflect the precision of His 
childhood training. That Joseph died 
before the crucifixion is evident since 
no mention is made of him during 
that terrible ordeal for Mary. Then 
Christ commanded another, younger 
heart to care for His mother after 
His death. This would not have hap- 
pened if Joseph had still been alive. 

At some unknown time, in some un- 
known place, by some unknown cir- 
cumstances he died. Although man 
has seldom stopped to consider him 
and the stout heart that beat in his 
mortal frame, he has not been en- 
tirely forgotten. We remember vague- 
ly, but God remembers vividly: He re- 
members because Joseph walked with 
God. 
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the country of France, a 
blessed revival has been going 
fifteen years already, and that 

revival was sent in answer to prayer. 
France is an irreligious, indifferent 
nation. There are about four million 
Catholics, about half a million Protes- 
tants, and the rest are in darkness 
and ignorance. There are people in 
France who do not even know there 
is a book called the Bible. You find 
there people who have never heard 
of Christ. 

God sent a revival to that country 
in answer to prayer. The Christians 
prayed a number of years, day and 
night, and believed that God would 
visit them one day and send the 
Pentecostal message to France. God 
answered that prayer. Suddenly and 
unexpectedly, God sent them a young 
man with the message of the gospel. 
He had heard a Polish brother give 
his testimony. That message spoke 
to that man listening in the crowd 
and he gave his heart to Christ and 
came to France to prepare and study 
to get ready to carry the message to 
others. He was longing to get a suf- 
ficient hold on the French language 
to be able to preach. He wrote his 
first sermon down, had it corrected 
and translated into French, then 
memorized it. He still had an im- 
pediment of speech, but that didn’t 
hinder God at all, and in his first 
meeting the Spirit took charge, and 
God wonderfully blessed souls. Soon 
it was noised abroad, strangers came 
in, the revival broke out, and hun- 
dreds became Christians, especially 
Catholics found Christ, were baptized 
and filled with the Holy Spirit. 

The revival swept over France. 
Other Protestant churches opened 
their gates and invited this Pente- 
costal revivalist to preach in their 
churches. God moved in a remark- 
able way. They became interested in 
the Pentecostal message. Especially 
one pastor introduced the Pentecostal 
message in his church. The most won- 
derful is that they have a spiritual 
ministry. They are baptized in the 
Holy Spirit. That revival is still go- 
ing on today and they are greatly 
encouraged and winning souls for 
Christ. 

In France, it is true that the Pente- 
costal work is the only gospel work 
that is really going onward. All the 
other churches are having a struggle. 
It is winning souls and exercising an 
influence on the people. This is recog- 
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nized by other churches as well, not 
just by the Pentecostal people. 

While we were visiting the French 
Pentecostal churches, it was during 
the war years when the cities were 
bombed and the invasion was being 
prepared. Of course, the city popu- 
lation was given instructions as to 
how to behave in time of an alarm. 
They were advised to hide in their 
basements. A father, mother and five 
children, the youngest’ eighteen 
months old, heard the siren and saw 
the squadron coming to bomb their 
region. Quickly they went down into 
their cellar, committing themselves 
to the protection of God. The father 
soon heard God saying, “Go up into 
the kitchen.” This was contrary to 
instructions and he hesitated. But he 
felt that God was still speaking, so 
they went up into the kitchen and, 
kneeling down in the middle of the 
room, committed themselves to the 
protection of God. Suddenly they 
heard a terrific noise. A bomb came 
down into their cellar and exploded, 
blowing the whole house up. After the 
bombing, the pastor of that place went 
into the city to look after his mem- 
bers. He walked across the street and 
when he came to this place he didn’t 
see any of the house, and the bomb 
had made a large hole in the earth. 
But the family was there and 
making signs, calling the pastor and 
telling him the wonderful story. God 
had just lifted all seven of them up 
into the air and let them come down 
on the remains of their house, and 
not one had received even a scratch. 


I know when some hear these 
things they can hardly believe them, 
but God wonderfully answered 
prayer, revealing His wonderful and 
marvelous power, not only in this one 
case but there were others. One 
couple who had been Catholic, had 
come to Christ and been saved. They 
prayed that God would give them a 
child. They had been married twenty 
years. God had answered prayer and 
the woman was expecting a little one. 
The time of her delivery came in the 
midst of a terrible bombing attack. 
The people were leaving, seeking 
shelter in the country. This woman 
found herself among those fleeing 
people and her hour came and she 
gave birth to a little girl on the side 
of the road. A man passing gave her 
seme assistance. She had nothing 
prepared, so she took the little one 
in her apron and rejoined the people 
trying to get away. She was very 
weak, of course, and she asked a man 
passing on a cart to let her sit 
on the cart, and he _ invited 
her to come up and sit beside him. 
But this was very dangerous because 
bombs were falling all around. Sud- 
denly, a bomb fell near them and 
the woman was thrown unconscious. 
When she came to, she found her- 
self lying in a mass of blood and 
flesh, but she had been protected 
and was unhurt. Her little child had 
disappeared, though, and she began 
to call upon God. Then she heard a 
little voice crying and she found her 
little child. It was safely bedded on 
straw in a small dog house near by.

She never knew how it had been 
carried in there, whether someone put 
it there, thinking the mother had 
been killed, or whether the explosion 
had carried it there; but she rather 
believed God had sent an angel to 
take care of the little one. We saw the 
child. It is now three years old and 
the parents are very happy. 

One man had been heiping a par- 
atrooper. He hid him in his house 
and later helped him to escape. The 
Gestapo arrested him and he was 
marched into the center of the village 
to be shot. Kneeling down, with his 
hands on his head, he waited to be 
shot. He was a Christian and was ready 
to die, but committing himself and 
family to God, he was praying. Then he 
heard a voice saying, “run,” and he 
began to run. It seemed, he said, that 
he had wings on his feet and could 
jump over hedges and run very swift- 
ly. They ran after him and a terrible 
chase ensued. He went around a house 
and there in the back was a little 
rabbit cage. He jumped into that cage 
and pulled the door behind him. 
They followed but didn’t find him. 
No one thought of the rabbit cage. 
They left but came again with dogs, 
those dogs that know how to find a 
thief. He even saw them through the 
window, how they were smelling all 
around; but God had His hand over 
him and the soldiers went away. God 
had, in a wonderful way, delivered 
another one of his children. 

These stories of divine protection 
and intervention were wonderful, but 
more wonderful to me was that a 
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revival went on year after year 
through the war, during all the phases 
of the war and since, and there in 
those cities in the north of France, a 
revival is going on in the midst of the 
ruins. Some of the churches were de- 
stroyed and a number of the Chris- 
tians lost their homes. The church 
buildings were very simple. Some 
have been repaired but some have 
not, with no roof, no windows, and 
no question of being able to heat them. 
They have to have their meetings in 
the cold, but even when it is below 
zero they are faithful to go. But in 
Sweden, when their feet and hands 
began to get cold, numbers of people 
had to stay away, but the Pentecostal 
people were going on, winning souls 
for Christ. 

We were thrilled to hear of their 
convention in France. A number of 
people told how Christ had found 
them and their hearts had been re- 
newed by the blood of Christ, 
delivered from bad habits, trans- 
formed by the glory of God, and 
beautiful testimonies were given of 
being healed in answer to prayer. 
Incurable diseases were healed in- 
stantly. There are about six Pente- 
costal churches in France, and about 
that number of ministers. They are 
caring for their aged people and are 
grateful for the relief that has been 
sent to them, especially from America. 
In Switzerland we share in this re- 
lief. 

In Italy, I never knew there was a 
Pentecostal work that was larger 
than all the other Evangelical move- 


ments together. I read some statis- 
tics that were printed in Rome and 
the Pentecostal movement was listed. 
It showed that the Pentecostal people 
had 150 places of worship in Italy, 
with a 100,000 membership. The total 
number of Evangelicals is 200,000, 
with 100,000 Pentecostal of the 
200,000 Evangelicals. I praised God to 
know that the Pentecostal work was 
going on there. Later we had to know 
that they were tried in the fires of 
persecution. Many of the pastors had 
been imprisoned, one being im- 
prisoned seventeen times. Sixty people, 
members of the church, including six 
pastors, joined in secret prayer in 
in Rome. They gathered in the middle 
of the night, about eight miles away 
from Rome. The people had to go a 
secret path, for fear of the Fascists, 
but they preferred to suffer than to 
give up Christ. 

At last the hand of liberation came 
and a wonderful revival is going on. 
Even the authorities have taken a 
favorable hand and are helping. 
When a preacher comes to preach, he 
is officially welcomed, and more than 
once the Pentecostal people have been 
invited to hold their services in the 
theater. 

A friend described those meetings, 
bringing an enthusiastic report, stat- 
ing that there were as many sitting 
outside as crowded inside. Sometimes 
the Catholic try to disturb. Once a 
priest asked to be permitted to preach. 
The pastor said, “Let me preach first.” 
The priest had to wait about one hour 
and a half. Then they told him that 
everything he said had to be proved by 
the Bible. He had to sit down and close 
his mouth. At another place the lights 
went out and everybody began to 
shout. When the lights came on, the 
priest was on the platform on his 
knees calling on God. The priests in 
Italy don’t always take this attitude. 
Some have expressed themselves to be 
in agreement with the full-gospel 
preaching. There are seventy ready to 
step out and join the Pentecostal 
churches. The only thing that keeps 
them back is their care for their mate- 
rial sustenance. The Pentecostal peo- 
ple are poor people and cannot afford 
to pay money to these priests and so 
they hesitate and wait in prayer. Pray 
especially for these priests, and many 
other Catholic people who are just 
kept by fear from making a decision. 

The Pentecostal people there are 
enjoying great victories. There are 218

(sacrifice) for the erring, faltering, 
failing, and fainting Christian AND 
the SINS of the whole world. Let us 
read what he says, “And he is the 
propitiation for our sins; and not 
for ours only, but also for the sins 

of the whole world.” 

So, we look back to the cross where 
Christ was lifted up, not only between 
two thieves, but also BETWEEN MEN 
and God, and also look upward to 
the right hand of the throne of God 
to see the ever-living Christ Jesus 
making INTERCESSION for’ us 
RIGHT NOW, as our MEDIATORIAL 
HIGH PRIEST. 

Heb. 7:24, 25 tells us that “this 
MAN, because he continueth ever, 
hath an unchangeable priesthood. 
Wherefore he IS able also to save 
them to the uttermost.that come unto 
God by him, seeing he EVER LIVETH 
to make INTERCESSION (mediate) 
for them.” 

Therefore, as a summation of this 
wonderful phase of. Christ’s work, I 
ask that we consider the verb IS in 
the full scope of its historical relation 
and significance. To do this we para- 


phrase the text; as, “There WAS,

MIGRATION TO ALASKA OVER 
THE ALCAN HIGHWAY 


People came by the hundreds last 
summer, over this long highway that 
was used so much during the war by 
the army. Many came with fantastic 
ideas of getting rich in a short time 
and then going out to the States with 
their stake all made; but many have 
been disappointed, as there was a dif- 
ferent setup all around, with the high 
cost of living and no place to find for 
living quarters, as houses here are 
harder to find than in the States 
because the shipping tie-up has hin- 
dered the building programs. Many, 
after spending their money earned 
during the war, either sell their car, 
truck, trailer, and everything they 
bring up with them, to buy a ticket 
and fly back to the States, or drive 
back over the highway to their home 
state. Many have their eyes on a 
homestead, but anyone coming in 
for a homestead should have at least 
$10,000; or, if he has less, he 
should have a job where he can 
have a steady income while he is 
building up his homestead to get 
into production. At present all land 
has been taken and real estate has 
gone “sky high.” The best way to find 
out whether one would like to live 
in Alaska would be to come up and 
live for a year and look around to 
get firsthand information by obser- 
vation. As to the Alcan Highway, it 
is not too bad to travel, with the 
exception of certain times during the 
year when there is an abundance of 
mud, together with washouts; but I 
am told that during the winter 
months the road is at its best, and 
most of the precaution in driving 
comes from slippery roads, and we 
have many of those here. Last winter 
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our roads had solid ice and snow on 
them more than six months of the 
year, and when one gets used to 
them it is not too bad, as they are the 
next thing to pavement for being 
smooth. 


(a) Type of People Coming Up 

As in all pioneer countries, espe- 
cially where there is a boom, we find 
that there are a few good people who 
come along; but there are many who 
come that are of little assistance to 
anyone, not even to themselves. There 
is much unrest and shifting to and 
fro, going here and there. Many of 
those who come seem to leave their 
religion in the States, if they had any, 
as their attitude is anything but go- 
ing to church or Sunday School, and 
many feel like they are being im- 
posed upon when asked to come to 
church. We hear much about the con- 
dition of the Eskimos and the native 
Indians and their sad plight, but let 
it be remembered that these poor, 
humble and simple people of the 
northland were a better class of peo- 
ple than they are now, and no one 
else than the white man is respon- 
sible for their downfall, as many have 
taken advantage of these people, and 
introduced liquor and vice to them. 
One can imagine what condition 
these folks are in when they become 
a slave to liquor, as their resistance 
is weak. T.B. is the most dreaded dis- 
ease among them today, taking a 
heavy toll of lives every year. 


(b) Shipping to Alaska 

No one anywhere has felt the im- 
pact from the shipping tie-ups and 
strikes more than those who live in 
Alaska. With the strikes and tie-ups 
on the shipping lanes, we find that 
new air lines have started and air 
travel and freight is being depended 
on more and more, but this new de- 


velopment of travel and shipping has 
caused the prices to go up at a rapid 
increase, thus greatly affecting liv- 
ing conditions up here. Although the 
airplane is the main source of travel 
around Alaska, and has been for 
years in the passenger and freight 
service in the interior, never have the 
airways taken to the skies with as 
much freight as they do today be- 
tween Alaska and the mainland of 
the U.S.A. A few weeks ago Sister 
Savchenko overheard one of the 
restaurant men order some meat 
from the States and it was to be 
butchered on one day and the next 
day be in Anchorage, ready to be 
prepared for the table. It seems al- 
most unbelievable. I recall the trip 
that we had when we came to Alaska, 
being thirteen days on the boat. Then 
we landed several hundred miles far- 
ther south than where we are today. 
There are attempts being made to 
truck in over the Alcan Highway, but 
the long trip is so costly and it does 
not save much by shipping that way. 
A few trucks are operating over the 
highway all year round and in time 
to come, when the roads are main- 
tained better and fixed up, the pos- 
sibility will be good for the overland 
trucker. Not only -will it .be possible 
for the trucking lines, but I think 
many of you folks in the States could 
take a trip to our camp meeting in 
Alaska as easily as going to the As- 
sembly. 


Camp Meeting 

Last June we had the privilege of 
purchasing a five-acre campground, 
which is only three miles from Palm- 
er, on the main highway from Palmer 
to Anchorage. The ground is level and 
is all covered with timber except 
where we cleared for the buildings 
on the ground. With this purchase 
we have our wood supply for years 
to come, and this winter is the first 
winter since we have been up here 
that we have our wood situation in 
hand, as before I would have to go 
around and get permission to clear a 
little here and a little there. Many 
times it was not close to a good road 
and had to be carried out by hand, 
so we certainly thank God for this 
purchase. In time to come it can be 
used for many other purposes be- 
sides a wood yard and campground; 
such as, a nice garden spot, a place 
for the pastor to live, a school, or- 
phanage, etc. 

In seven weeks from the time of 
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our purchase of the campground we 
had built the cook shack and a tem- 
porary tabernacle, with the camp 
meeting being on August 1-3. The at- 
tendance was good but not as large 
as last year, and the first day it 
rained so much that many from An- 
chorage did not come out. It did 
seem a little disappointing at first, 
but God was there to bless and one 
young girl from our Butte Sunday 
School gave her heart to the Lord 
and has taken a stand for Him, so 
we feel that all our hard labor was 
not in vain. 

One point that may be of interest 
to the readers is the reaction of the 
town of Palmer to our camp meeting. 
Well, not one car came out, and we 
had large signs all along the roads. 
We also had announcements over the 
radio, and then I mailed out over 
750 printed circulars announcing the 
camp meeting—the time of the meet- 
ings and the location. Had we only 
made a verbal announcement that we 
would have a dance, the place would 
not have held the people; in fact, 
there was talk by some as to why 
we did not make the camp a recre- 
ation center for young people, and 
have good clean dances. You can 
imagine what my answer was. I feel 
that some day we shall have a great 
revival in the valley, as I can not 
see how humanity can go on so care- 
less and indifferent about the wel- 
fare of their souls. 


Daily Vacation Bible School in 
Talkeetna 

Shortly after our camp meeting 
was over, preparations were made to 
go to Talkeetna, which is a small 
village about 100 miles north of here. 
With all things ready, we flew in by 
plane and started the school in a 
house that we rented for two weeks. 
I was not able to be there all of the 
time, as I had to be back in Palmer 
to carry on with the two Sunday 
Schools here, but Sister Savchenko 
and my daughter Ruth carried on 
with the school. 

The children took great interest 
and were good students, this being 
the second school of its kind in the 
village. We had longed for someone 
to come up and take over the place, 
but as no one was able to ccme we 
had to let it go. Another man is 
there now working among the peo- 
ple and he is a good Pentecostal man, 
for which we thank the Lord, for we 
certainly did not want to see some 


modernist get in. 

There are many things that happen 
in a school of this kind in a small 
village. Some of the folks took quite 
a liking to Sister Savchenko and 
while she was visiting she was of- 
fered a drink of beer, just one of 
their friendly gestures; not only that, 
she saw little children come around 
the parents crying and begging for 
a drink of beer. Oh, that these parents 
could taste of the fountain of living 
water! I am sure the children would 
have a better chance to grow up in 
this world, with God-fearing fathers 
and mothers. 


Children’s Homes 

There are four children’s homes in 
the valley, each one being sponsored 
by some outside group or church, and 
it is one place that really has many 
neglected children to take care of. 
Besides the children’s homes, there 
are many private homes that have 
taken in from one or more young- 
sters. We have one in our home who 
is a welfare case and it is pitiful, the 
kind of a home in which she had 
to live. Both of her parents live in 
Anchorage and her father has a good 
job, but liquor spells the whole story 
of poverty, filth and neglect. The 
main thing in maintaining a chil- 
dren’s home is to get someone in the 
States to back the program, because 
the income from welfare or the In- 
dian Bureau of Affairs will not pay 
enough to keep a home going. There 
are many other homes throughout 
Alaska, and I believe there are more 
children taken care of by homes and 
private individuals per capita in 
Alaska than any other place of which 
I know. The only true and effective 
remedy for the condition is a change 
of heart for the people up here, then 
the liquor problem will be a minor 
problem. At the present time, some 
of the finest buildings that are being 
built in Palmer are liquor lounges 
and stores. Anchorage, which has 
around 10,000 or 12,000 people, has 
over ninety liquor stores and they all 
make a large profit. No wonder we 
have so many children who need a 
daddy and a mother to take care of 
them. Time will not permit our going 
into detail of many of these things, 
but the reader can well imagine the 
causes and effects when things exist 
as they are. Please don’t think that 
we do not have any people up here 
who know how to serve God, because 
we have some very fine people in 





Alaska, but they are few in number. 
Pray for Alaska. 

To those who write to us, we will 
try to answer all the letters that we 
possibly can. It takes time to get all 
of the letters answered, but we will 
try to do our best.

full-gospel groups and churches in 
Italy. May the Lord bless these dear 
brethren. One of them attended the 
Pentecostal Conference in Zurich. You 
would just fall in love with him by 
meeting him, and his thrilling testi- 
mony of how Christ found him and 
equipped him to suffer for Him made 

a deep impression on me. 

I think the most wonderful news to- 
day is that in Germany there are 
signs of a Pentecostal revival. Souls 
are being saved, sanctified, trans- 
formed, filled with the Spirit, and 
speaking in tongues. The church is be- 
ing equipped with spiritual gifts and 
a spiritual movement. This is a new 
movement. There was a Pentecostal 
movement in Germany and all be- 
longed to that one established church; 
but that work has been much dam- 
aged. In one city in the south of Ger- 
many the Pentecostal church building 
is a large beautiful building with a 
seating capacity of 1,000, the only 
church building that was not de- 
stroyed. The Pentecostal people have 
opened their church to the Methodist 
and others. But in many places the 
buildings are damaged and the con- 
gregations scattered. An old pastor 
from the Russian Zone said, “We have 
become very poor. Many of my church 
members are no more. But God is with 
us and we are rich in Christ.” Those 
who were in old times opposing the 
Pentecostal testimony, are having to- 
day Pentecostal conventions, with 
spiritual gifts in operation, letting the 
Spirit have His own way. Preachers of 
other churches are all preaching the 
same message—the baptism and 
speaking in tongues. There are signs 
of a revival. Some may have visited 
Germany recently and not seen any- 
thing of it yet, but God is working. A 
friend of mine, a Polish brother, says, 
“God is with us, not only in material 
poverty and difficulties, but souls are 
turning to Christ and being saved. God 
is building up a church and adding 
to it.” 

There is a certain village in a British 
Zone with 100,000 inhabitants. A reviv- 
al has come to that place and the 
whole village has been converted, ex- 
cept one family, and they may have 
become converted by now. They are 
appealing for Bibles. Last summer 
there was one Bible in that village and 
that was in the church. People waited 
day and night to be admitted to the 
church to be near the Book and be able 
to read the Book. 
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Everybody feels that God is speaking 
with us. There is a hunger for the 
Word of God, which has been scarce. 
We not only send them material 
relief, but we try to send them 
the Word of God. It is touching to 
receive letters of thanks afterwards. 
They receive this Book, press it to 
their bosoms and take it home with 
them as a precious treasure. We shall 
do unitedly all within our power to 
send them every need. We wish to es- 
tablish as many contacts as possible; 
to send help, any help, especially 
spiritual help, into those countries 
that need our help, considering the 
needs and what is being done to 
meet these needs. 

Here in Cleveland many of you will 
take these needs on your hearts and 
pray for us. The most important need 
and the best way to help is prayer and 
everything that is born out of prayer
